REMARKS 

In the last Office Action Claims 2-13 were objected to because of informalities. Claim 
10 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as the 
invention. Claims 2, 3, 8, 12 and 13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent 1,630,076 in view of US Patent 6,348,023. Claims 4-7, 9 and 1 1 
were objected to a being dependent upon a rejected base claim but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Claim 10 was also said to be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 37 C.F.R. § 1 12, second paragraph, as set forth in the Office Action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

By way of this Amendment, Applicant has canceled claims 1-13 in favor of new claims 
14-24 which are believed to address the rejections above. Claim 14 corresponds substantially to 
claim 13 plus allowable claim 4 - the limitations of claims 2 and 3, from which claim 4 
depended, are not included in claim 13 as they are not believed necessary for antecedent support 
or to distinguish over the prior art. The dependent claims substantially mirror the canceled 
dependent claims. In view of the indicated allowability of claim 4, it is respectfully submitted 
that new claims 14-24 are allowable.
